The way in which greenbacks cam.- 
to be called by thin name may be in 
teresting to some of us. During the 
war, bank-bills were often counter- 
feited, and bank-note companies were 
obliged in some way to put a stop to 
counterfeiting. They made a green 
ink by a secret process, and had the 
inks patented. Secretary Chase 
decided that the backs' id' the new 
legal tender United States notes 
should be printed with this ink. 

When the soldiers were next paid 
they were paid with these new It 
tender notes, and as the notes were 
green on the back they called them 

freenbaeks. Tin- name has been 
•pt since the war. In an under 
ground room in the U.S. Treasury 
building in Washington, is a great 
pulp mill, called a macerator, which 
is used to destroy old, worn-out b 
hills that are returned to the govern 
inent. Most of this pulp is sold to 
paper manufacturers, but part of it 
is saved and made into odd shapes. 
Sometimes if is made into a bust of 
Lincoln or some other of the former 
presidents. Sometimes into thoshypes 
of animals. One of the teachers has a 
cross made from this pulp. It 
presents a value of |S0,000. The

money. When these paper bills or 
notesget badly torn, th«y are sent by 
bank companies back to the P. S. 

Treasury, where they arc exchat 

for (deaii, new bills, and the old bills 
are destroyed.

to float, whether alone or with the 
hody of a drowning person, until as- 
sistance comes. 

The so-called "death grip " is, as 
experience teaches, a rare occurrence, 
for as soon as a drowning person 
grows weak ami loses consciousness 
his grip grows weaker, until at last 

the band lets go of its hold. So do 

not fear the "death grip" when res- 
cuing. 

Do not seise the drowning person 
while he is still battling hard with 
the waters, but wait a few seconds 
till he becomes quiet. It is foolhardi- 

ness to seize a person while thus light- 
ing with the (dement, and he who docs 
exposes himself to great danger. 

Before jumping into the water, 
disrobe as quickly and completely as 
possible, tear off your clothes, if nee 
eSSary, but, if time is too short for 
that, loosen at least your under drawers 
around the ankle, ii' they are tied they 
will fill with water ami prove a hin- 
drance to tin' swimming. 

As soon as the drowning man has 
grown quiet, approach him, seise him 

By the hair, throw him quickly upon 
his back, and with an energetic thrust 
push him toward the sul'ace of the 
water. Then throw yourself upon 
your stomach in swimming ashore 
with him. This is a safe method, 
and an expert swimmer can hold two 
bodies above water in this manner. 

If a body has gone to the bottom 
you can recognize the spot where it 
lies, in ipiict water, of course, by the 
air bubbles which now and thou rise 
to the surface. Hut in this direction 
one must make allowance for a current 
which may prevent the air bubbles 
from rising in a perpendicular line. 

By promptly diving for a body in 
the spot where these air bubbles ap- 
pear it can often be brought ashore 
before it is tOO late for resuscitation.

To the deaf-mutes who have so 
charitably labored to support the 
Home and bring comfort to the hearts 
of their less fortunate brethren, wo 
are sure the thanks of all are extend- 
ed. It may seam to some of them 
that the Home is now in a position to 
permit of less effort on their part 
to sustain it. This, however, is not ho. 
The grand idea of the rnanag' 
is to provide an endowment fund of 
say $50,000, the interest on which 
would go a long way to support the 
inmates. Until this fund is secured, 
no one should relax his or her efforts. 
To eat uj> the surplus would be fatal 
policy, and the only sure way to pre- 
vent future embarrassments, and 
mayhap disaster, is to add to it,. It is 
that, improvements in 
the way of additional buildings will 
ere long be needed, and that will re- 
quire cold cash. Perhaps, eventual- 
ly, the Trustees will see their way to 
establish an industrial department, 
wherein the inmates can employ their 
time and probably add to the revenues 
of the Home.

os the sickness and death of Nvel 
Brown than has yet appeared might 1 
be of interested to his many friendM 

and acquaintances outside of Syracuse, 
the following is contributed : 

Mr. Brown was born at Clay, near 
Syracuse, N. Y., Mav 5th, 1H50, and 
was the youngest of fifteen children 
-thirteen sons and two daughters— 
of whom but, four aro still living. 
Losing his hearing at the age of three 
Mr. Brown was educated *t 
the N. V. Institution for Deaf-Mutos, 
and after his graduation, worked at 
Ins Hade, that, of a shooturnor. Failing 
health compelled him to seek relief 
by travel. A year or two a 
visited Iowa and ..(her Western 
points. Although his health was 
improved, he received no permanent 
benefit, and after his return to 

Syracuse his decline was rapid. In 

IHHI, Mr. Brown married Miss Annie 
Lewis, who with one son, surives him. 
Strong and vigorous in body, of* 
jovial, happy disposition, Mr. Brown 
was perhaps the last man one. might 
have thought destined for an early 
death. Howevet, his <lisca.se, eon- 
sumption, had beconio too firmly 
fastened upon him before its pi. 
\vas even suspected, to be shak. 
Mr. Brown was Well known among 
the deaf-mutes, and his home and 
hospitality were always open to 
school friends ami others from near 
and far. Faults he may have had, 
but a kindlier heart never beat in a 
more manly breast, and his early 
death is regretted by all.

GIFTS TO GALLAUDET SOCIETY.

(From our Ttoston Correspondent.) 

"(!ood by!" xvere the last words 
spelled by Mr. Thorn to his wife and 
Mrs. Susan Achcson, his attendant, 
before he expired at his home at 
Quinoy. last Thursday eve, after one 
week's illness of typhoid pneumonia, 
SUOh as is seldom cured by doctors. 
He was buried last Saturday. He 
was horn in Aberdeen, Scotland, 
forty-four years ago, and also was 
educated there. He came to this 
country eleven years ago, and settled 
in Quinoy, where he has been work- 
ing at granite cutting. He has not 
been popular in - deaf-mute society, 
even his name was never known here 
till last year, when he attended a 
levee, ami gained a reputation as a 
good cheok player, in fact he was the 
second best player in Quinoy, but on 
the part of his hearing friends, he 
was very popular as any one can 
judge by the way his funeral proces- 
sion appeared, in which about one 
hundred men attired in Highlanders' 
uniform, participated. All of them 
were his brethren of a society, known 
as "Order of Scottish Clans" McGre- 
gor*. Division No. 5." Not only this 
honor hut two granite shops having 
about one hundred men in each were 
closed on the afternoon of his funeral 
out of respect to him. 

Mrs. Thorn, whose grief is great, 
has the sympathy of her friends as 
well as deaf-mutes, still she will bo 
in comfortable circumstances, as she 
will receive a benefit of *l',000 from 
I hat society, which has already paid 
his disability fees and funeral ex- 
pen- 

Dr. F. M. Oallaudet was paid about 
thirty-seven dollars for his hotel and 
travelling expenses, when he came to 
lecture, but his interest in the Oallau- 
dct Society became so great thai he 
returned the money as a gift. The 
chief thing that prompted him to 
donate such was when he was shown a 
table cloth belonging to that society 
and beautifully embroidered "Gal- 
laudet " on both ends, and after ad- 
miring it for a few minutes for the 
reason that it was in memory of his 
honored father, he said to President 
Frisbee that he would remember 
tho society, hence his gift. 

Another gift to the society was a 
nicely bound book, " Life of T. II. 
Gallaudet," which was given by 
Mr. George T. Sanders, of Haverhill. 

The Oallaudet Society has adopted 
a new plan, which promises to make 
all literary meetings interesting all 
the year round — »'. e., lectures on the 
first . and last Wednesdays of every 
month, story-tolling on the 2d Wednes- 
day, and literary exercises on the.
